their hearts to any hope of deliverance. For, as itisa 
worke even infiperable, to poſleſle a prog ripe for 
deftruftion, that any evillisneere them, till the wrath 
of God breake in upon themand overwhelme them; ſo 
is it a buſinefle of little lefſe diflicultie to hold up the

Pharaoh to the 
Wes of Benhadad to. the Syrian Monarchs, 
and of Auguſtus to the Romane Emperours, Although 
all, theſe ſhould be joyned together to withſtand the

But what ſhould be the »eazes of ſach an unexpected 
deftrution> This wasto be done by an Army from the 
North, that is, by the Medes and Alas, both of which, 
but more eſpecially the Medes, were ſituated towards 
the North from Babylon , and therefore ominous. That 
theſe were the men, appeares more fully by their de- 
ſcription in the refidue of this, and of the 5x. Chapter. 
This Northern Army ſhould be the confufion of Baby- 
lon, the confuſion of Babylon ſhould prove the reſtoring 
of the Church ( ver. 3.) And the reſtoring of the 
Charch ſhould produce a Covenant with God.
